WASHINGTON, May 18 (AP).— 
Secretary of Agriculture Wallace 
asked the grain futures markets to- 
day to prohibit until future notice 
all trading in grain futures below 
the closing prices of today. 
This request was made after 
wheat prices had declined more 
than 30 cents a bushel this week. 
Wallace explained that the Fed- 


eral Government probably was 
without authority to require ces- 
sation of trading in futures con- 
tracts, but he said he felt the mar- 
kets would co-operate. 
Prohibition of trading for several 
days, officials said, might clarify 
factors causing the sharp drop in 
prices.

PARIS, May 18 (AP).—Premier 
Paul Reynaud in an address to the 
French nation tonight said that the 
German “pocket” had spread to- 
ward the west and the situation 
was “grave.” 

He told his listeners that 83-year- 
old Marshal Petain had returned 
to France from Spain, where he 
had been the French Ambassador, 
to help in prosecution of the war, 
and that he would remain here 
until termination of the conflict. 


“Every Frenchman, whether he 
be in the front lines or rear, will 
do his duty to bring about vic- 
tory,’ Reynaud concluded in his 
brief address, which was rebroad- 
cast in the United States.

Earlier, in a sudden reconstruc- 
tion of his Cabinet, Reynaud had 
taken charge of the War Ministry 
and named Marshal Petain Vice- 
Premier.

First Modern Battle. 

The fighting in this first of real- 
ly modern battles has been terrific, 
like nothing before in history. 

A French officer who fought in 
the last war told me “there can be 
mo comparison between this battle 
and the worst ones of the last war. 
Two hours cf this is worse than 
two days of the battle for Ver- 
dun.” 

(Verdun was the greatest center 
of resistance to the German in- 
vasion during the World War and 
both the French and Germans suf- 
fered tremendous. losses.) 

Losses are reported (two words 
censored) heavy. 

Describes Bombing. 

As P. J. Philip of the New York 
Times and I were setting out early 
yesterday morning for Paris on bi- 
cycles, the only available means of 
transportation, 
dive-bombed behind us. 

It loosed five bombs on railroad 
tracks. We were within 40 yards. 
We threw ourselves flat against 
wall amidst a shower of bricks 
and glass and then raced to a shel- 


ter to avoid the plane’s spraying|P 


machine-gun bullets when it re- 
turned. 

I pedaled back to the hotel. 

Again the plane attacked. The 
bombs fell a block away. They were 
bigger bombs this time. The force 
of the explosion knocked me off the 
bicycle, ripping the back wheel to 
pieces. 

Again the plane returned to ma- 
ehine-gun attack. Again I ducked 
to the cover of a wall. A French 
major who slept in the hotel room 
next to mine the night before was 
among those killed. 

I recalled he had said to me, “If 
they get one of us and the other es- 
capes it will be pretty nice shoot- 
ing, won't it?” 

We were not over 50 yards apart 
when they got him and I escaped 
with only bruises. 

Screams of Wounded. 

Screams of the wounded 
the bombing were ghastly. 

One woman with arteries severed 
in both legs was holding a small 
baby in her arms, crooning to it. 

An old man hobbled around try- 
ing to stop the flow of blood spurt- 
ing from the stump of his arm. 

A baby huddled in the corner of 
the station kept wailing “Mama, 
mama.” 

Bombs destroyed the hotel which 
for a \veek had been my headquar- 
ters between trips to the front. 

Everything I had, including a 
typewriter and a steel trench hel- 
met issued by the American Em- 
bassy, was lost. 

I prevailed on a boy on a bicycle 
to repair my wheel. 

Philip and I started out again 
for Paris. As we left a squadron 
of at least 30 planes was bombing 
and machine-gunning behind us. 
We saw billowing clouds of smoke 
rising from burning towns and 
Villages as we pedaled 70 miles to 
the next halting place. 

From every hill unbroken col- 
umns of refugees could be seen 
winding down to the main high- 
Way.

Planes Everywhere. 

Nazi planes were flying every- 
where singly and in squadrons up 
to 30. Time and time again we 
ducked from our bicycles and 
flopped in the ditches alongside 
the roads to hide. 

Town criers went through vil- 
lages ringing great bells and warn- 
ing everyone to be on the move 
within an hour. 

Methodically the peasants closed 
their homes, loaded their belong- 
ings on pushcarts, in old trucks

The Germans were estimated 
to be using between 2500 and 
3000 tanks in the French pock- 
et and French artillery at some 
places was firing point blank at 
the lumbering monsters. 

Great numbers of these, ac- 
companied by masses of planes 
and followed by lghter units 
and infantry, were striking 
through the Vervins region 
toward the Oise River and 
through the Avesnes region to- 
ward the Sambre River. 


Vervins is 95 miles airline north- 
east of Paris; Avesnes is 20 miles 
north of Vervins and 110 miles 
northeast of Paris. 

The French reported the German 
progress was only “slight” in the 
Avesnes sector. The principal ef- 
fort seemed to be around Vervins, 
where French artillery not only 
was pouring shells against the 
German tanks but French said they 
had brought up enough of their 
own tanks to hold the ground. 

The French command said that

The French flung all their 
strength into the battle, striving 
with furious counterattack to block 
the Nazi drive on Paris. 

In do-or-die sorties, the French 
forces lashed out against all Ger- 
many sent—and Germany sent tons 
of steel and bullets, clouds of 
bombing, strafing airplanes, great 
fleets of the most powerful and 
fastest tanks and always shock 
troops and more shock troops. 


Spurred on by the order of Gen- 
eralissimo Maurice Gustave Game- 
lin to “conquer or die,” the French 
sought to close in by land and air. 
Allied warplanes bombed incessant- 
ly at the Nazis who advanced dar- 
ingly away from their supply 
bases.

German Communique. 


The communique said: 

“In. Northern Belgium we suc- 
ceeded in breaking into the outer 
ring of the Antwerp fortress at 
two places. (At about the same 
time DNB, official news agency, 
reported the German entry into 
Antwerp.) 


“As announced yesterday by spe- 
cial report the cities of Mechelen 
(Malines) and Louvain were cap- 
tured in severe fighting. 

“Brussels on the other hand was 
surrendered without fighting by 
the chief mayor to our troops, who 
entered the city. The enemy re- 
treat from the Dyle (river) posi- 
tion is being pursued, 

“South of Maubeuge German ar- 
mored forces penetrated French 
frontier fortifications, dispersed 
two enemy divisions and pursued 
the retreating enemy behind the 
Upper Sambre (river) in a south- 
ward direction as far as the Upper 
Oise (river). 

“Infantry divisions are now close- 
ly following up in’ tremendous 
marches, Many prisoners among 
the defeated French troops were 
taken and large supplies captured. 


South of Sedan. 


“Also south of Sedan we gained 
ground in a southerly direction. 
The air fbdrce chiefly attacked ene- 
my communications in the rear and 
highways on which the enemy was 
retreating in dense columns in Bel- 
gium and France. Under the effect 
of these attacks the enemy retreat 
at a number of places resembled 
a rout. 


“During armed _ reconnoitering 
flights along the Dutch and Bel- 
gian coast one enemy destroyer 
was sunk. 

“In Narvik (Northern Norway) 
waters disembarking enemy troops 
were attacked and full hits scored 
on a heavy cruiser and a large 
transport. 

“During the course of the day 
the enemy lost 108 airplanes, 35 in 
air battles and 11 by anti-aircraft 
fire while the remaining number 
was destroyed on the ground. 

“Twenty-six of our own planes 
are missing. 

“Germany naval units laid mines 
in front of South African ports 
which the enemy naval forces are 
using as bases.” 


Allied Front Broken in Two. 


Earlier authorized commentators 
had said the German forces had 
broken in two the Allied front 
reaching from North Belgium as 
far as Charleville and Sedan, 
France. 

These sources said they expected 
the Allies would make a new stand 
along the line from Lille to Ant- 
werp in an effort to prevent the 
Germans from reaching the Belgian 
coast. 

From the coast the Nazis could 
launch a destructive air attack 
against England, they said, as well 
as harry British lines of supply to 
the expeditionary forces in France 
and Belgium. 

It was reported that the German 
advance in France forced the 
French to change their battlefront.

AMERICAS BRAND 
NAZI INVASIONS 
UNIUSTIFABLE 


Declaration Adopted Joint- 
ly by U. S. and 20 Other 
Republics—Calls Attacks 


**Cruel.” 


PANAMA, May 18 (AP).—The 
United States and 20 other Amer- 
ican republics today characterized 
Germany’s invasion of Belgium, 
Holland and Luxembourg as “un- 
justifiable and cruel” in a joint 
declaration on the German drive, 
through the three countries. 

President Augusto S. Boyd of 
Panama, whose Government: acts 
as a clearing house for Pan-Amer- 
ican neutrality matters, published 
the declaration, on which the 21 


republics reached agreement last 
night. 

The text follows: 

“The American countries, in ac- 
cordance with the principles of in- 
ternational law and in application 
of the resolutions adopted by them 
in their continental conferences, 
consider as unjustifiable and cruel 
the violation by Germany of the 
neutrality and sovereignty of Bel- 
gium, Holland and Luxembourg. 

“In the fourth and ‘ifth articles 
of the declaration (on maintenance 
of international activities within 
the bounds of Christian morals) of 
the consultative reunion held in 
Panama in 1939, it was established 
that the violation of the neutrality 
or the invasion of weak peoples as 
ah expedient for the prosecution of 
and the triumph in wars justified 
the protest of the American nations 
against the violation of internation- 
al law and the demands of justice. 

“Therefore the American coun- 
tries resolve to protest against the 
military attacks against Belgium, 
Holland and Luxembourg, at the 
same time issuing an appeal for the 
re-establishment of law and justice 
in the relations between peoples.” 

Drafted by Uruguay. 

Uruguay drafted the declaration. 
It was sent to all the other repub- 
lics by Foreign Minister Alberto 
Guani and last night Chile and 
Nicaragua sent in unreserved ap- 
provals to make it unanimous. 

Montevideo had a street manifes- 
tation of the country’s sentiment 
when demonstrators marched 
through streets last night, shout- 
ing, “Down with Naziism! .. 
Down with Hitler!” 

Several mounted police were 
hurt with stones when they sought 
to disperse the demonstrators. Sev- 
eral shots were fired into the air. 
A German-owned cafe was stoned. 

In Buenos Aires, at about the 
same time, there was an anti-Allied 
demonstration. 

German sympathizers shouted 
“Down with England,” “Down with 
France.” Four noise bombs were 
exploded, doing negligible damage 
to the tracks of the British-owned 
street car company. 


Explanation of Demonstrations. 

Police said the demonstrations in 
the Argentine capital were by “na- 
tionalists elements” demanding the 
resignation of Foreign Minister Jose 
Maria Cantilo, who has advocated 
abandonment of Pan-American neu- 
trality for “non-belligerency.” 

Guani said the attitude of the 
United States was one of “unre- 
served adhesion” to the text of the 
Uruguay protest, without amend- 
ments or additions. 

Argentina, Paraguay and Colom- 
bia, who with all the other Amer- 
ican Republics are co-operating in 
the neutrality system instituted by 
the Panama Pan-American confer- 
ence, withdrew minor objections to 
the Uruguay declaration. 

Chile announced readiness _ to 
convene with the other American 
governments to “study ali means 
designed to reinforce and make 
more effective the security of the 
nations of this hemisphere.” 

Panama, meantime,’ began a 
checkup on all .oreigners listed in 
the recent census. The move, 
ordered by Secretary of Justice Leo- 
pold Arosemena, was one to head 
off possible subversive activities.

Says Germans Are “Huns.” 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

F I remember correctly, you took Mr. 

Churchill to task a few months ago, 
in an editorial, for calling the Germans 
“Huns.” At the same time, I assume 
that you have confidence in your corre- 
spondent Edgar Ansel Mowrer and don’t 
believe that he indulges in propaganda.

Or 
possibly the Huns should be apologized 
to for having been likened to the Ger- 
mans, for while they indulged in rape 
and devastation, they never deliberately 
massacred smal] children. 

And as long as I am taking you to 
task, I might add that I feel that you, 
Senator Clark, Borah—notwithstanding

‘held for eight months. It began on May 10, and 
“yesterday Brussels was captured by the invaders— 
‘in one week's time. 

It is this terrific speeding up.of the military time- 
‘table that has thrown Allied strategists, and many 
‘neutral observers as well, into frantic confusion. 
The Belgian fortress system in 1940 was far better 
prepared than in 1914 to resist a German drive. 
By the time the move on the Low Countries began, 
the French had mobilized fully, and the British 
had been able to send a sizable army, with full 
‘equipment, to the Continent. But when the Nazi 
‘tornado was at last unleashed, all the elaborate prep- 
| arations counted for less than the defenses of 1914. 
| This is only one instance of the accelerated tempo 
of this war. Within a 31-day span, Hitler has cap- 
tured or mortally assailed five countries: Denmark, 
Norway, Luxembourg, Holland and Belgium. Noth- 
ing like it has ever been seen in warfare’s annals. 

The strategists counted on stubborn resistance 
by Poland when the war began, for had not the Poles 
prepared for years for just this attack? In the 
months before Polish resistance could be overcome, 
it was asserted, united Franco-British force might 
be able to breach the West Wall and carry the 
war into Germany itself. Instead, the blitzkrieg 
annihilated Polish resistance in 17 days. That inva- 
sion became merely a rehearsal for the real business 
to come. 

Then came the swoop on Scandinavia. “This is 
Hitler’s fatal mistake,” official spokesmen for the 
Allies asserted. His forces would be isolated in that 
rugged country, it was maintained, and they could 
be rescued or reinforced only at great cost. What 
happened—how treachery opened the gates, how the 
blockade failed to halt the tide of men and planes— 
is recent history. \ 

The Dutch, too, were counted upon to block the 
invading forces, even if unaided, for at least a 
crucial week or two. Word came that British help 
had landed, that French troops were rushing in, but 
the Dutch had to capitulate, save in one corner 
of their country, within five days. 

Commentators are going back to the early weeks 
of World War I for hopeful assurances. They recall 
how the Germans advanced steadily for five weeks, 
how they defeated the French at Charleroi, the Brit- 
ish at Mons, how the retreat became a rout, Von 
Kluck’ advanced within 20 miles of Paris, until at 
last the defenders reformed their lines at the Marne 
and, in a battle unparalleled up to that time in world 
history, drove the Germans back to the Aisne. 

But gains early in 1914 were measured by a few 
miles a day, later by fractions of miles and even 
by yards. Air bombing in 1914 was virtually a 
sideshow; the tank did not go into action until two 
years later. 


Today, Hitler’s crushing air power, his giant 
tanks, his mechanized infantry, his parachutists, 
have changed the whole picture of war. The whole 


French plan of strategy has had to be revamped in 
the midst of this incredibly powerful offense. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt summarized the new-style warfare ef- 
fectively in his address of Thursday: 

New powers of. destruction, incredibly swift 
and deadly, have been developed: and those who 
wield them are ruthless and daring. No old de- 
fense is so strong that it requires no further 
strengthening, and no attack is so unlikely that 
it may be ignored. 

It is against this swift and crushing attack that 

the Allies are making their desperate stand. In a 
few days the story may be told. Are the powerful 
defenses of the Maginot line to save France, or will 
they be penetrated or flanked? 
The outcome of these few days may settle the 
course of European history for generations. On 
the result depends the fate of free institutions over 
much of the world. 
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ROOSEVELT’S RABBIT’S FOOT. 

In the unanimous will to rearm, that-~- 45-billion- 
dollar limit on the national debt has been knocked 
into a cocked hat. The thing which the Republicans 
were depending upon to dramatize the charge of 
fiscal failure against the New Deal has disappeared 
overnight. 

The international crisis has eaused public senti- 
ment to rally to the President. The Republicans 
can only be grateful that they have from May to 
November to try to find an Al, fully guaranteed 
rabbit’s foot to help them compete with the fabulous 
luck of that man in the White House. 
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Wilhelmina missed bombs by inches and torpedoes 
by seconds and altogether managed a narrow escape 
for a person of such queenly displacement. 
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PLANE FACTORIES ARE READY—AND WILLING. 

A country that has seconded, almost to the man, 
President Roosevelt’s request for 50,000 fighting 
planes to insure our immunity from totalitarian war, 
will be reassured by the news that the American 
airplane industry is equal to such an order. 

Both from the Aeronautical Chamber of Commerce 
in New York and from the large manufacturers on 
the West Coast comes word that the construction of 
such an air fleet will be a “relatively simple matter.” 

Some factories will have to be enlarged, but, in 
the main, it will mean putting three shifts to work 
where only one is working now. Although the de- 
pression prevented the building up of any great 
reservoir of apprentices, a sufficient number of 
skilled workers can be found, according to both

terson of the Department of Labor. 

There is only one discordant note in All this. 
The Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce has rushed 
into print with the declaration that it “believes 
business groups and taxpayers are ready now to 
assume any additional tax burden made necessary 
for defense purposes, provided economies in other 
departments of Government are scrupulously ob- 
served.” 

Yes, Americans are ready to foot the bill for pre- 
paredness, but many of them will resent what 
smacks strongly of sectional over-eagerness to share 
in the profits of an arms boom. It is a safe bet 
that most of the members of the Los Angeles cham- 
ber were howling only a few weeks ago about gov- 
ernmental extravagance. However, now that a golden 
flood seems to be headed their way, it is, naturally, 
another story. 

Well, all the arguments for economy are still

valid. We need the planes, and we are ready to pay 


for them. But even before the orders are placed, 
Congress might well give thought to regulations de- 


signed to curb profiteering. 
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DOES DEMOCRACY WORK? 

Does democracy work? The question must be dis- 
turbing a good many persons these days as totalitar- 
ianism sweeps over Europe. The answer is that it 
often does not work. A good example is right on 
our doorstep in this city. 

Six long years ago, the people of St. Louis, by a 
vote of 145,000 to 78,000, or almost 2 to 1, said they 
wanted to have Aldermen elected by wards instead 
of at large. Here was a direct and unmistakable 
mandate, but what happened? 

+At various times, a desultory effort to place the 
people’s will in effect was made, but nothing came 
of these efforts. The latest move was made by 
Alderman Warnick, whose bill to provide for elec- 
tion. by wards is now pending. 

President Mason of the Board of Aldermen pre- 
dicts the bill will die in committee because only a 
few of the Aldermen are in favor of it. _The people 
are in favor of it—145,000 to 78,000—but only a few 
of the Aldermen. Is this St. Louis or is it Russia? 
Does a Vérdict at the polls mean anything or not? 

What is the Mayor’s position? The Mayor blithely 
sidesteps, saying that this is purely a legislative 
matter. That is ridiculous. It is a governmental 
matter and the Mayor is the chief executive of the 
municipal government. It is his task, as well as the-« 
task of the Board of Aldermen, to put the people’s 
will into effect. 

We think President Mason is wrong in supposing 
that the Warnick bill will die in committee. We 
think it will live and pass if the people of St. Louis | 
show the proper spirit in defense of their right to 
decide an issue at the polls. 

The Post-Dispatch is not going to forget the 
Warnick bill. It is going to remind the Aldermen 
and the Mayor from time to time that the plain 
mandate of the people must be obeyed. 

Here, it is true, we have no issue deeply grave 
in itself. It is grave only because it is symptomatic 
of atrophy in the democratic process. If the demo- 
cratic process were keenly and virilely functioning, 
the people’s will, as expressed in 1934, would have 
been carried out instanter. 

The events in Europe make it vital for democracy 
to work as it never has worked before. This means 
that it must work in the village, in the town, in 
the city, in the State, in the nation. It means that 
it must work in every one of its parts, on issues 
great and small. Just as an engine falters when 
one of its parts fails, so democracy falters when it 
does not function in every detail. 

The Warnick bill is an effort to make it function 
in one of these details. We again remind the mem- 
bers of the Board of Aldermen of that 1934 vote— 
145,000 to 78,000. Do they intend to act or not? 
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THROWING A MONKEY WRENCH. 

The oddest phenomenon of St. Louis’ great drive 
on the smoke evil—in which railroads, industry, busi- 
ness and private citizens are co-operating on a scale 
unheard of in the city’s history—is that the manu- 
facturers of the only smokeless fuel processed from 
Illinois coal have boosted its price 40 cents a ton 
higher than it was this time last year. That’s pitch- 
ing with a monkey wrench. 
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Herbert Hoover says, “The President is right,” 
which makes it unanimous-plus. 
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JAPAN’S BAD BARGAIN. 

Apparently the Japanese are slowly realizing that 
the only crop to be reaped from their Chinese ad- 
venture is one of disillusionment. After 35 months, 
it is becoming apparent that war does not pay. 

Those conclusions are warranted by a report from 
A. T. Steele, Chicago Daily News-St. Louis Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent in Shanghai, on the economic 
results of the Japanese invasion. 

Semi-official Japanese corporations, like the North 
China Development Co. and the Central China De- 
velopment Co., have been able to accomplish little 
beyond the restoration of mines, railways,” utilities 
and other industries seized by the invaders. So far, 
they are being operated largely at a loss. 

The production of badly needed coal in North 
China remains some 3,000,000 tons below what it was 
in the last pre-war year, and, even so, much that is 
coming out of the Japanese-controlled area is pur- 
chased from British companies. China has produced 
only about a tenth of the iron ore needed by the Jap- 
anese, and the production of cotton has been even 
more disappointing. During the last year, cotton ex- 
ports to Japan fell off more than 92 per cent. 

The reasons for these disappointing figures are 
obvious. Chinese capitalists and laborers are refus- 
ing to co-operate with the Japanese. Guerrilla war- 
fare makes efficient production impossible, and in- 
flation is uncontrolled. 

Will the Japanese eventually come to the realiza- 
tion, especially since their armies are meeting with 
Scant success, that prosperity is more readily pro- 
moted by salesmen than by soldiers? 
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This war is getting uncomfortably close when Hit- 
ler drops a bomb, so to speak, in the Chicago wheat 
pit. 
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NO HARDENING OF THE ARTERIES. 

Both the House and Senate have passed bills to 
speed up the army’s promotion system and move 
younger officers toward positions of authority, but 
a motion for reconsideration by Senator King has 
delayed final action. 

A large group of officers who were trained in 
the World War and chose to remain in the army 
has created an abnormal barrier in the line of pro- 
motion. Yet the sweeping cvanges in the technique 
of warfare—changes whose paralyzing potency are 
being demonstrated today in Belgium and France 
—make it more necessary than ever before that we 
have officers of resilient and receptive minds, ready 
to adopt new weapons and devise new strategies. 

Of all the departments of the Government, line pro- 
motion and political influence have the least place 
in our army and navy. Legislation to provide for 
advancement on the basis of ability and seniority 
should be promptly enacted. 

There must be no bureaucratic hardening of the 
arteries in our defense departments. To allow this 
would be to give great odds to the enemy before a 
war started. 
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Hitler has not yet crossed the Atlantic, but he has 
already blown appeasement out of the American lan- 


guage. ‘

of a Committee of National Defense, to 

consist of the President as chairman, 
the Vice-President as vice-chairman and the 
usual officiating head (since the President 
would rarely have time for this), the Secre- 
taries of State, Treasury, War, Navy and 
Commerce, the Chief of Staff of the Army 
and the Chief of NavakbkOperations. 

Since in Great Britain the members of 
the Cabinet are all members of Parliament 
also, parliamentary representation is taken 
caré of in the British plan. We-would re- 
quire additional members to represent the 
legislative branch; these might be the chair- 
men and the senior minority members of 
the various committees affected, or each 
committee might select one member of each 
party to represent ;, 

Since the various Cabinet members could 
not always be present, the Secretaries of 
State, Treasury and Commerce might each 
appoint a suitable official of his depart- 
ment to take cognizance of national defense 
matters as affecting that department, and 
to be the permanent representative of the 
Secretary on the committee. 

The Secretaries of War and Navy might 
be allowed an additional assistant secretary 
each, whose duties would be wholly con- 
cerned with the work of the committee, and 
with the co-ordination of the national de- 
fense. Similarly, there might be an addi- 
tional assistant chief of staff and assistant 
chief of naval operations, dévoting all their 


time to this work. 
- 


W: might well consider the setting up 


The committee should have a permanent 
secretary, appointed for a long term of years 
by the President, on the joint recommenda- 
tion of the Secretaries of War and Navy. 
This official should have a proper clerical 
staff. A certain number of officers of 
the army and navy should be assistants and 
technical advisers to the committee. 

Working with the committee, under the 
direct supervision of the President, should 
be a National Defense College, with a staff 
of very carefully selected officers of both 
services, including air officers and Marine 
Corps officers. The students should also 
be carefully chosen, in equal numbers from 
the two services, and should always include 
a proper proportion of air and Marine Corps 
officers. Officers of the Coast Guard, of the 
State Department’s foreign service and of 
the Department of Commerce should be‘ad- 
mitted as students; and the State and Com- 
merce departments should contribute to the 
faculty. 

The president of the college should be 
chosen alternately from the army and the 
navy for a four-year term. Student- should 
not be more than 25 or 30 in number. It 
should be the work of this college to study 
the national defense as a whole and work 
put plans for dealing with its problems 
in their broadest aspects. The results of its 
studies would, of course, be available to 
the Committee of National Defense for the 
latter’s guidance. 

The committee itself should be a consulta- 
tive body only. It should-have no executive 
authority. Its function should be study and 
planning, not administration and command. 
It should prepare reports for the President, 
and for the appropriate committees of Con- 
gress. It should have the right to call into 
consultation not only any officer of the 


Government, but leaders of industry, busi- 
ness, transportation and labor, economic 
experts, etc., as to particular phases of its 
work. 

Aside from the intrinsic value of its plan- 
ning, it would have the tremendous merit 
of inspiring public confidence, of assuring 
the citizens that their defense was being 
given the attention it deserves, and of build- 
ing up that enlightened public opinion upon 
which sound military policy depends. 

While the majority of the members would, 


of course, represent the party in power— | 


and necessarily so, since responsibility can- 
not be divorced from authority—there would 
still be the non-partisan military members, 
and the minority members from the con- 
gressional committees; thus the suspicion 
of political bias would be avoided, 
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From time to time, perhaps annually, the 
committee should make a-epublic report 
on the state and needs of the national de- 
fense. It should also hold occasional pub- 
lic hearings, at which any citizen who de- 
sired to express his views on defense mat- 
ters should be permitted to appear. No bet- 
ter way of answering the irresponsible and 
uninformed clamorings of fanatics and 
propagandists could possibly be devised than 
to allow them to come before such a com- 
mittee and speak their minds, being there- 
after subject to questioning. 

Nor could a better way be devised of as- 


suring a full hearing to any citizen who | 


might have ideas and suggestions of a con- 
structive nature—which such persons, if 
unable to appear, could, of course, submit 
in writing at any time. The reports of these 
hearings should be made public documents, 
naturally omitting any matter which might 
require secret consideration because of its 
character.

WASHINGTON, May 18 (AP).— 
Cheered by renewed support by 
President Roosevelt, administra- 
tion lieutenants voiced confidence 
today that they would win House 
approval of the $975,650,000 work 
relief bill next week without ma- 
terial amendment. 

Leaders predicted that proposals 
to increase the fund, to repeal the 
requirement that communities pay 
25 per cent of WPA project costs 
and to earmark some of the money 
for specific projects would be re- 
jected. 

In recess for the week end, the 
House will start voting Tuesday 
on amendments to the measure, 

Roosevelt expressed yesterday a 
personal wish that the relief fund 
could be increased, but no official 
request was expected. He said ear- 
marking of funds would reduce 
the amount of employment given 
and would bring “pork barrel” de- 
mands from legislators for projects 
in their districts. 

Preparedness considerations 
were injected into the House dis- 
cussion when Representative Dar- 
den (Dem.), Virginia, proposed an 
amendment to give priority to 
WPA projects connected with na- 
tional defense. 

Among numerous other changes 
proposed in the bill, one that ap- 
peared to have a good chance of 
adoption would bar Communists 
from relief rolls. The amendment 
was suggested by Representative 
Ditter (Rep.), Pennsylvania, after 
Chairman Dies (Dem.), Texas, of 
the committee on un-Americanism 
denounced what he termed “fifth 
column” activities of Communists 
and Nazis in the United States.

There is a hierarchy of machines. 
The master-machine is the ma- 
chine tool, the machine that pro- 
duces machines. 

“Man is something that must be 
surpassed,” said Nietzsche.

As a matter of fact, home-' 
made cream puffs with a cream) 
filling (rather than whipped cream) | 
are a really economical dessert. And 
there is nothing in the least diffi- 
cult about making them, provided 
you have a good recipe and are 
willing to follow it. It’s a real sat- 
isfaction to turn out from your 
own oven something that looks just 
as puffy and tempting as any bak- 
ery product. 

Cream Puffs (cost about 20c). 

Puffs: One-half cup boiling wa- 
ter, one-half cup all-purpose flour, 
one-fourth cup butter and two eggs.|} 

Pour water over butter and stir 
until it melts. Add flour all at once 
and stir constantly with a wooden 
spoon until the mixture leaves the 
sides of the pan and forms into 
a ball. Remove from heat and cool. 
Add unbeaten eggs separately and 

‘peat to a smooth paste after each is |} 
added. Then heat the entire mix-|} 
ture until smooth and velvety. Drop 
with a spoon on a greased baking 
sheet and keep about three inches 
apart. Make 15 minutes in a hot 
oven (325 degrees F.). Allow to 
45 to 50 minutes more in a slow 
oven (300 degrees F.). Allow to 
cool slowly. When cool, cut off 
tops with a sharp knife. Scoop out 
any soft pieces of dough and fill 
with soft custard, cream filling or 
whipped cream. 

Cream filling: Six tablespoons 
sugar, three tablespoons cornstarch, 
one-fourth teaspoon salt, one cup 
milk, scalded; one egg, beaten; one 
tablespoon butter and one-fourth 
teaspoon vanilla. 

Mix sugar, cornstarch and salt. 
Gradually add milk and cook in 
a double boiler until thick. Adda 
small amount of the hot mixture 
to the beaten egg, mix well and 
stir into the remaining hot mixture. 
Cook until thickened again, stirring 
constantly. Let cool. Fill cream 
puffs. Serves five.
